OVERHEAD the night 
sky was the gray of 
molten lead, a melting pot 
which poured forth its 1iquiiJ 
content. metallic in color as it 
fell in long, slanting eheets 
Ibcfore the wind.

Scizing'a lantern.he flung open 
the door and plunged through 
the driving rain toward the 
bridge. The youngboyglanced 
quickly at the other men, The 
four remaining siared at each 
other hclpiessly.
